an enormously rich coalfield 
at 


Blulr Athol, In the northern state 
of Queensland. 
Government 
officials 
estimate 
that at least 200,000,000 
tons of 


high quality steam coal Is deposit- 
ed there in massive seams 
just 


below the surface. 
Men who know Blair Athol say 


it will yield the cheapest coal in 
the world at a cost of 80 to W 
cents a ton. Transport costs, how- 
ever, would have to be added. 
At present the Queensland gov- 


ernment is negotiating with 
an 
Knglish engineering concern, Elec- 
tric Supply Corporation of Eng- 
land, which Is seeking rights to 
develop the field, build a railroad 
to the coast, develop Its own port, 
and provide its own colliers tor 
export. 


The corporation Is reported pre- 
pared to spend $78,300,000 on tone 
project and would aim at a yearly 
production of 3,500,000 tons—500,- 
000 tons for Queensland, 1,000,000 
tons for other Australian states, 
and 2,000,000 for overseas export. 
Blair Athol is 190 miles north- 


west of Rockhampton, and 130 
miles from the coast. Its coal, first 
found in 1864, has been taken for 
several years by the open-cut meth- 
od by two small companies, 
at 


present producing around 250,007 
tons a year. 
The coal, however, 


today has to be hauled 239 rail 
miles to the coast at Rockhamp- 
ton on a narrow gauge rail line.

"Thousand* of ton* of foodstuffs 
worth tens of million* of dollars, 
are lost In fires which level barns, 
granaries, mills, elevators and 
warehouses," the underwriters re- 
port. 
Attributing nearly all farm fires 
to faulty building construction and 
lack of knowledge, the board'* 
technicians have prepared a book- 
let on fire hazards in rural areas 
to promate 
fire ' prevention on 


farms. 
"Unlike urban areas where fire 
protection and water supplies are 
adequate, farms often face total 
destruction when fire strikes," the 
engineer* point out.

destroys a farm, the loss of farm 
equipment, livestock nnd personal 
property often throws such an 
economic burden upon a family 
that they can not refrain their fi- 
nancial Independence.
